Overloads 
Bring Arrest 


There have been 6,368 ar- 
rests for exceeding the maxi- 
mum allowed weight for trucks 
operating on Alabama highways 
during the past twelve-month 
period, according to figures 
released by Public Safety Dir- 
ector Colonel E. C. Dothard.

“Uncle Charlie” Subject Of Army Article 


A walk that is brisk with 
the help of a cane. A laugh 
that causes the chest-length 
beard to twitch, and a voice 
that comes across loud and 


clear are only a few of the 
ways to describe a gentleman 
that is 122 years young. 
Charlie Porter, or better 
known by people in Elba as 


“Uncle Charlie” is the man who 
accredits his longevity to tak- 
ing one day at atime andtrust- 
ing the Lord. 

Born in 1854 into slavery, 
Uncle Charlie has been a life- 
long resident of Alabama. “My 
earliest recollection was liv- 
ing with a Potter family inGor- 
don, Ala.,” Uncle Charlie said. 
“I don't remember who my 
mother and father were be- 
cause I was sold as a child. 
The Potters were my mammy 
and daddy.” 

Uncle Charlie remained 
with the Potter family for just 
a few years. Exactly how long 
he doesn't 'recall. He wasthen 
sold to a Porter family. ay 
loved those folks,” said Uncle 
Charlie. “They were good 
to me. I stayed withthe Porters 
as long as I could after Mr. 
Lincoln had us freed. I did my 
work and was happy doing it.” 
Moves to Elba 

Uncle Charlie doesn't quite 
remember the year he movedto 
Elba, but according to some of 
the older citizens intown he has 
been around ever since they can 
remember. Retired Judge J oO 
English, who is 91 said, “Uncle 
Charlie was a grown man when! 
was just a child. I can't even 
think back to a time when he 
wasn't around.” 

Jesse Blcoker, a retired 
mail carrier said, “When I 
started carrying the mail in 
1907 Charlie Porter was on my 
route. Charlie was 54 then 
When I retired from the mail 
route in 1959 Uncle Charlie 
was still on my route.” 
Lifetime of Work 

Uncle Charlie has spent 
most of his life keeping busy 

“Work never hurt anybody,’ "he 
Said. “I can’t do like I use to 
but I make it all right.” 

As a younger man he worked 
in a mill-stream gin. This was 
relatively easy compared tothe 
job he did later in life. For

people in the town of Elba his 
children. He talks about peo- 
ple like Bill McCollough, a 
local merchant from whom he 
buys his groceries, as one of 
his boys. Judge English and 
his sons are boys to Uncle 
Charlie also. 

“They come to see me 
sometime,” Charlie said, “and 
I'm always glad to see them. 
I consider all the folks around 
here, white and colored, my 
kids, but I have been around 
white folks most of my life.” 
Married Once 

“I was married years ago 
to a woman by the name of 
Ouida,” said Uncle Charlie, 
“but we never had any kids. 
Ouida has been dead now for 
more years than I canremem- 
ber.” According to Jesse 
Bicoker, the best he can re- 
member, Uncle Charlie's wife 
has been dead for about 40 
years. 

Firm Believer 

The ex-slave is a firm be- 
liever in the Bible and educa- 
tion “When I was coming 
on,” he said, “black folks didn't 
get no education and few of the 
white folks did. Everything I 
learned from the Bible some- 


one had to tell me, and today 
young folks can read it for 
themselves. I've lived a long 


prior to their win over Brun- 
didge. The meal was enjoyed 
by team members, coaches 
aud managers, and the pub- 


time and seen a lot of changes 
but folks today got the best time 
I ever saw.” 

Prize Possession 

Probably the most prized 
possession the old Negro owns 
is his Bible. Several years 
ago his home burned down and 
everything in it was lost. “I 
lost my Bible in that fire,” 
he said, “but my white boys 
bought me a new one. They 
look out for their Uncle Char- 
lie.” 

Main Boy 

Althougk Uncle Charlie 
claims the people in Elba as 
his family he considers George 
Wallace as his ma boy. 

“George is my boy,”s -d Uncle 
Charlie. “George C. Wallace 
has gone further and done more 
for people than anyone else.” 

Charlie got to meet the Ala- 
bama governor recently when 
Cornelia Wallace Day was held 
in Elba. 

Through the years Uncle 
Charlie has acquired the ability 
to read a little. “Whenever 
he comes to town he always gets 
a copy of the Montgomery Ad- 
vertiser,” said Jesse Blocker. 
“That paper usually covers a 
lot about Wallace and since that 
is his main subject all thetime, 
that’s the paper he wants.” 

“It is unusual not to see 
Uncle Charlie in town every 
day,” said Bill McCollough. 

“He used to walk, but lately 
he has been catching a ride, 
and since everyone knows him, 
that isn’t a problem. He will 
come in and maybe get some 
groceries, talk about Wallace 
for a while and then move on. 
Uncle Charlie always has his 
Sack over his back whether 
he is coming to town or is 
leaving town. I don’t think I 
can ever remember seeing 
Charlie without it.” 

Being 122 years old doesn't 
seem to get Uncle Charlie 
down. He lives aloneandtakes

care of himself mostly. Occa- 
sionally he will have visitors 
stop by. 

“Lots of those soldiers 
from over at Camp Rucker 
come by to see me,” Uncle 
Charlie said. “They are my 
boys, too. I like to have them 
stop by, sometimes they will 
bring me soda water, and we 
will sit around and talk. That 
camp sounds pretty good. I 
hear that the boys get to eat in 
a big kitchen and it doesn’t 
cost them anything.” 

Charlie has never served 
in the military, but it wasn’t 
because he didn’t try. During 
World War I he tried to enlist 
but was sent back home because 
he was too old. 

“They told me to go home 
and get some of those younger 
boys. I went back and told the 
boys, but the next day I was 
the only one that turned ‘up, 
and those folks still wouldn't 
let me join,” Uncle Charlie 
Said. 

Reflections 


Reflecting upon his long 
life, Uncle Charlie said it has 
been pretty satisfying. “If I 
could change anything at all, 
it would be the fact that I never 
got to go to school,” Uncle 
Charlie said. “It wouldbenice 
to be able to read the Bible 
through without having to have 
someone else tell me what is 
written down on each page.” 

Uncle Charlie also feels 
that things are so much easier 
now than they used tobe. “I can 
remember,” he said, “when I 
was prcud to get a gopher to 
eat, because only rich folks 
could have chicken. Now ev- 
erybody can have chicken when 
they want it. I have lived a 
long life, but it is getting easier 
all the time.”

No one is more sensitive 
to the plight of hungry chil- 
dren than I. If there are 
hungry children in this cou- 
ntry, then for goodness sake. 
let's feed them. But, let us

I was part-time recrea- 
tion director for two and one- 
haif years, so I would like to 
say something about the art- 
icle in your paper concern- 
ing whet the new director told 
the Ministerial Association 
That was an insult to me, and 
to the many people who helped 
run the program 

A good and better recrea- 
tion program for Elba can be 
had if you enjoy this type of 
work, and with cooperation 
from the city officials. Down- 
grading the program to nothing - 
and starting over is down- 
grading many volunteer hours 
of work by the citizens of Elba 
Many people put in a lot of 
their time without pay, making 
Elba one of the best base- 
ball and softball towns in the 
state for boys andgirls. Base- 
ball and softball directors put 
in many hours that they were 
not paid for, trying to give 
Elba more recreation. The 
director will need these people 
when summer comes, unless 
he is going to use people who 
have not volunteered their 
services, like the new direct- 
or, for the past nine years. 

The director said he did 
not need criticism from any- 
one, so why criticize Elba’s 
recreation program himself, 
by telling the ministers the 
facilities we have are almost 
none. It has changed a _ lot 
since September 16th, when I 
left, because the City Council 
told me, *‘We have one of the 
best programs anywhere.”’ 
Many towns as small as Elba 
and larger than us would be 
very glad to have ours. 

1 told the City Council a 
long time ago how to get one 
or two foosball machines at 
the Rec Center. I don’t think 
they need any financial help. 
One of these machines will 
pay for itself in a short time 
anyhow. 

When I took over the Rec 
Center, I considered asking 
for chaperones. Many parents 
told me their kids would not 
come if they were there. They 
do not go with them on dates, 
so why go to the Rec Center. 
Most teenagers start dating 
even at thirteen and fourteen. 
People who are notassociated 
with teenagers every day do 
not realize the difference in 
maturity now and several 
years ago - say when I fini- 
shed school in 1962. The maj- 
ority are very bright and 


‘smart, so they know what’s 


right and wrong. Chaperones 
make them seem immature 
and they resent it, and there-

fore will not come 
I did not know the Recrea- 


tion Department had .a bad 
reputation until now; no one 
told me - unless he's talking 
about people abusing the faci- 
lities or teenagers getting in 
trouble by going to the Rec 
Center and then leaving, thus 
getting in trouble with their 
parents and putting the blame 
on the Rec Center. The Rec 
Center was a safe and respect- 
ed place to go when I was 
there. 1 was not a_ baby 
sitter to make the kids stay 
there;nor was I to stay there 
after 11:00 o'clock. A curfew 
was put on the place when it 
closed, but I don’t think it was 
ever enforced There were 
problems occasionally, but 
there will be any place where 
a lot of people gather. 

Another reasonit may have 
had a bad reputation is because 
of the dirty grounds and bath- 
rooms atd high grass. I 
Started vvery day at 5:30a.m. 
preparing paper work on the 
day before. I went to the pool 
at 8:00 a.m. and worked there 
until about 4:30 p.m. 1 went 
to the ball park from there to 
get the concession stand 
ready, the Rec Center opened 
and to help out with the ball 
games. It was around 11:00 
p.m. when the activities were 
over and I was ready to go 
home. This was my duty every 
day for four and one-half 
months. That schedule did 
not allow me any timetoclean 
up or cut the grass. I asked 
a councilman why the City 
wouldn’t help me. I'll tell 
the new director what this man 
said. ‘‘You knew what your 
job was when you took it; you 
do it and don’t say anything 
about it.’’

One day Jesus received 
word that his dear friend 
Lazarus of Bethany was gri- 
evously ill. Lazarus was the 
brother of Mary and Martha 
and had probably been a host 
to Jesus many times, for their 
home was not far outside of 
Jerusalem. 

Jesus waited two days after 
hearing of Lazarus’ illness 
before he went to Bethany. 
When he arrived there he found 
that Lazarus had been dead 
and buried four days. Martha 
came to meet Jesus, and he 
assured her that Lazarus would 
live again. We remember the 
dramatic story of how Jesus 
did call him forth from the 
grave again to live longer in 
this present life. But note in 
John 11:28 that Martha first 
went to get Mary, saying, ‘‘The 
Master is come, and calleth for 
thee.’’ 

The words which Martha 
spoke to Mary are relevant 
and important for each of us 
to hear. The Master has come 
to confront each of us, and he 
calls for us. . 

The call of Christ is a 
personal call. It is a call to 
the soul of every man, woman, 
» boy, and girl. Sooner or later 
every person who is of sound 
mind and normal intellect 
hears the inner voice of Christ 
calling him to turn from sin, 
confess him as Savior, and 
follow him-as Lord. Jesus is 
able to issue us a personal 
call as surely as he called the 
disciples, for he has risen 
from the dead. He is let loose 
into all the world, and is vit- 
ally alive in every generation. 
Life is frustrating, bewildering 
and often completely incomp- 
rehensivle to many people 
today. Debbie Shelton, a for- 
mer Miss U.S.A., sought to 
explain the campus unrest and 
violence in our nation not long 
ago. She said, ‘‘They feel 
they’re just numbers and not 
persons anymore.’’ If youfeel 
you are nothing but a computer 
card--and.one that had been 
folded, spindled, and mutilated, 
at that--there is glorious news 
for you!! Jesus personally calls 
each of you to be some one, to 
be a child of the King, Al- 
mighty God. 

The call of Christ is also 
a perturbing call. If the peopie 
of the world have such an 
emptiness, such a hunger for 
the divine, such a longing tobe 
more than s number, why do 
only a minority respond to the 
personal call of Christ? It 
is simplu because his call is 
such a perturbing call. His 
offer of new life and divine 
son-ship hasa string attached. 
We must repent of our sins. 
And the little boy said, ‘‘Rep- 
entance means youare so sorry 
you don’t ever want to do it 
again.’’ But we are so magne-

tically drawn to sin--as the 
candle moth is drawn to the 
flame--that we keep playing 
with sin, and keep getting 
burned. Augustine was living in 
sin and hearing the great saint 
Ambrose preach the Gospel. 
Augustine heard the call of 
Christ. but for a while he 
prayed, ‘‘Make me pure, but not 
now.’’ That won’t do it. Later 
he prayed, ‘‘Our hearts are 
restless uptil they find rest in 
Thee.”’ e can’t continue to 
live under dual control, seeking 
to make both Christ and lust 
the center. of our lives. It has 
to be one or the other. To 
say yes to Christ means saying 
no to self. 

The call of Christ is a 
persuasive call. Be calls, not 
from a throne, or even from a 
pulpit, but from oss, where 


he gave his life for yquand me. 
He asks us to pay price of 
turning from sin. But he paid’ 


the greater price of giving his 
life that we might have life 
abundant and eternal. It seems 
almost impossible that anyone 
could behold the figure of 
Jesus on the cross, realize 
that he hung there because of 
our sins, and yet refuse to sub- 
mit to him. The greatest 
power in the worldisthe power 
of love. And the love which 
Jesus shéws us makes his call 
persuasive. 


The call of Christ is a 
perilous call.

Of 
course, the cost$ of raising the 
damaged crops can be deducted 
as a business expense.

DISASTER FEED GRAIN 


Hurricane Eloise aiso des- 
troyed or damaged all the un- 
harvested corn and grain sor- 
ghum in Coffee County and 
many local farmers may be 
entitled to disaster payments 
under the Agriculture & Con- 
sumer Protection Act of 1973. 
Disaster payments made under 
provisions of this act are in- 
tended only to provide some 
relief to farmers whose crop 
is so damaged by a disaster 
that they receive little or no 
income from the production of 
the crop. The payments are not 
intended to compensate fully 
for the loss. Also, coverage 
extends only toplanted acreage 
up to the farm allotment on 
each farm and not the entire 


fy Planted acreage on a farm. 


Production losses to pea- 
nut and soybean crops are not 
covered under provisions of 
this act. 

Producers who have an 
acreage of the affected crops 
covered that will not be har- 
vested for grain should come 
to the county ASCS office and 
file an application for disaster 
payments. This application 
must be filed before the crop 
is grazed, hogged off or other- 
wise used for other than grain 
so that necessary appraisals 
of the potential harvest can 
be made. 

Producers who intend to 
harvest their entire grainacr- 
eage need not make applica- 
tion at this time. These pro- 
ducers should complete har- 
vest and keep accurate 
records of the amount of grain 
harvested and if their produc- 
tion is low, bring their pro- 
duction evidence into the county 
office and file an application 
for payment. Application must 
be filed within 15 days after 
Thecrop 
residue on affected farms must 
not be-destroyed until speci- 
fically advised by the county 
ASCS office. 

Producers who have any 
specific questions on this pro- 
gram should contact the 
local county ASCS office in 
New Brockton.

and Australian Winter Peas. 
Both of these legumes can be 
obtained easily by your seed 
and fertilizer dealer or co- 
operatives. 

Australian Winter Peas is 
a cool season annual legume 
which grows readily ina well 
drained soil. Temperatures 
in Coffee County are very 
conducive to its fast growth. 

Australian Winter Peas 
are planted at the rate of 30 
pounds per acre. The cost of 
seed is approximately $21.00/ 
100 pounds or 21.0 cents per 
pound. This results- in a cost 
per acre of $6.30/acre. The 
inoculant for this seed would 
cost $2.C0. So the total cost 
of planting excluding fuei will 
be $8.30. The available nit- 
rogen from a crop of Aust- 
ralian Winter Peas is 30 to50 
pounds. 

The Hairy Vetch is very 
much the same type of plant 
as the Australian Winter 
Peas. The Hairy or Smooth 
Vetch is planted at the rate 
of 20 pounds per acre. The 
cost of Vetch runs about .43 
cents per pound or total cost 
of $10.60 including the cost of 
the innoculant. Vetch will pro- 
duce 50 pounds or more of 
nitrogen per acre. 

The ‘biggest advantage of 
the winter legume is that it 
will protect your fields during 
the winter. This means less 
repairing, smoothing, and 
plowing prior to the spring 
planting. If the terraces are 
plowed up in the fall this will 
save time in the spring when 
time is critical.

City Council Buys New Police Car 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night without Mayor 
Sam Sawyer, who was out of 
town attending another function. 
All councilmen were present. 
Mayor Pro-Tem Charles Ellis 
presided over the meeting. 

The meeting opened with 
Mr. Grady Lanier of Alabama 
Electric Co-op presenting the 
council with copies of a 30 
year franchise. Tne tranchise 
would allow Alabama Electric 
to continue servicing the Elba 
Water and Electric Board with 
electricity. The Board several 
months ago signed anagreement 
to purchase electricity from 
AEC and this franchise is only 
to allow the co-op to deliver 
the ‘‘juice’’ to the city faci- 
lities. 

Consulting Engineer, Henry 
Padgett reported that the city 
“ould not use indirect cost to 
compute percentages for a fed- 
eral grant on the airport. This 
matter was referred to the 
city attorney because the city 
had paid TASK Consultants 
several thousand dollars to get 
the figures with the under- 
standing they could be used. 

A new police car was pur- 
chased from Ed Sherling Ford 
in Enterprise on a low bid of 
$3776.96 after the council de- 
cided to purchase without air- 
conditioning or radio. Ronnie 
Vaughan had made a motion 
to purchase two cars but it 
died for lack of a second. 
Vaughan opposed buying the car 
without the airconditioner and 
radio. He then voted against 
buying the car but the motion 
carried. 

Ronnie Vaughan made a 
motion to approve a resolution 
commending all city employees 
for the fine job they did during 
the floods and Hurricane Eloise. 
This motion passed unan- 
imously. 

Vaughan was also assigned
